The  views  expressed  in  our  laet  j  umber 
in  regard  to  the  study  ol  Physiology  and 
H'llrH  are,  we  know,  not  acceptable  to 
all  lea « liera ;  the  inurq’a  the  pity.  In  look¬ 
ing  over  the  programme*  ol  several  of  l  by 
public  achool*  of  the  State,  we  have  louod 
that  in  aome  thla  subject  recei vea  consider 
abl#  attention  ;  in  other*,  but  lilt  la  ,  and— 
atrang*  to  aay  —  in  aome,  non*  at  all.  There 
I*  now  lying  before  u*  *  programme  for 
four  yea re'  atndy.  in  a  High  School  De¬ 
partment,  in  another  county.  According 
to  this,  Algebra  ia  studiad  two  year*; 
Latin,  three  ;  Geometry,  two  ;  Astronomy, 
two  ;  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Pbiloso 
phy,  Mental  Philosophy,  P  olitical  Econo 
my.  Logic.  Chemiatry,  Botany,  and  to 
forth,  one  respectively ;  and  no  mention  of 
Physiology  and  Hygiene  !  In  one  of  our 
own  graded  school*,  where  Physiology  i, 
taught  for  two  third*  oi  a  achool  y.-ar,  the 
»««<'her  thinks  too  much  time  la  given  to 
it.  Yet  Latin  in  on  the  programme  fir 
four  year*  !  Now  we  do  not  decry 
the  study  of  the  languages  ;  they  are  im 
portaut ;  but  ia  it  wi«e  to  give  so  muHi 
t  me  to  a  dead  language  I  We-  ace  on  this 
•ame  programme  that  *  Qcnnau  or  French  ’ 
“  taught  one  year ;  one  quarter  as  much 
a»  Latin.  Why  not  have  German  taught 
instead  of  Latin,  during  the  four  years' 
course!  The  mental  discipline  will  be  as 
great ;  the  philological  knowledge,  aavslu- 
able ;  and  the  practical  use,  a  hundred 
fold  grenter.  We  at*  not  now  considering 
what  conatitntea  a  preparation  for  college- 
very  few  scholars  in  qhr  public  achoola 
ever  enter  college  ;  for  such,  the  couree  ia 
already  marked  out  by  the  Colleges  them 
aelvm.  It  ia  the  butdneee  of  our  school 
officers  and  principals  to  decide  what  edu¬ 
cation  shall  be  given  to  tboee  children 
wlioee  atudiea  will  cease  by  the  time  they 
are  eighteen  year* old— of  many  wf  them  at 
sixteen. 

The  claim*  of  Physiology  have  heed 
presented  so  earnestly,  from  a  sense  of  its 
importance,  and  also  of  its  neglect.  Next 
to  this — or  alongside  of  it,  should  be 
placed  Natural  Philosophy;  then  Botany, 
Astronomy,  Chemistry  to  n  limited  extent, 
and  Geology;  with  these  Algebra  sad 
Geometry. 

We  have  supposed  that,  before  entering 
this  department,  the  child  haa  obtained  a 
knowledge  of  the  leading  events  ia  Ameri 
can  History.  A  little  time  each  day  for 
ona  or  two  years,  might  be  given  to  the 
history  of  England  ;  after  that  to  France 
and  Germany.  Lectures  or  familiar  talks 
oi*  Greece  and  Rome  would  iced  many  to 
pursue  thos*  studies  by  themselves;  we 
would  not  recommend  their  atudy  in 
school,  except  ns  n  preparation  for  college. 

But  we  would  have  language  taught 
every  year  and  every  dny ;  first  and  fore¬ 
most— English —  English  composition  and 
Rhetoric;  then  German  ;  Latin,  only  when 
there  ia  almost  n  certainty  that  the  child 
will  complete  the  course.  Wc  must  ivcol 
lect,  in  framing  our  programme  that  scho¬ 
lars  are  coutinunlly  leaving  the  achool; 
it  should,  then,  be  so  constructed  thst  the 
mo*t  important  aulijecu  will  receive  atten¬ 
tion  early  in  the  course. 

We  know  the  objection*  that  will  be 
made  to  the**  views.  The  mental  diacip 
line  arqnired  from  thfr  cUtaies  is  still  in 
sisted  npon  as  n  reason  for  the  study  ol 
Lnlin;  while  the  knowledge  of  English  to 
lie  gained  from  it  is  supposed  to  amply  pay 
for  the  tine  spent  in  its  acquisition.  Thcr* 
are  some  who  even  believe  that  Latin 
Grammar  will  give  more  knowledge  of.  the 
English  language,  than  can  be  obtained 
from  the  atndy  of  English  Grammar  dur¬ 
ing  the  same  period.  Such  statements  de 
mtnd  proof;  they  are  certainly  anything 
bnt  self-evident.  For  those  who  have  a 
college  course  in  prospect,  these  studies  are 
desirable  and  necessary  ;  (we  have  but  lit¬ 
tle  faith  in  a  atrictly  scientific  education- 
one  without  classical  culture;)  bnt  where 
tha  time  for  getting  an  education  ia  limited, 
*»  it  t*  tn  The  potjTTe  tffh&of,  The  ilmcTpIToe 
and  knowledge  obtained  from  the  study  of 
Latin  will  be  snqli..>nd  purrkasnd  at  ton 
great  a  price. 

Let  ua  have  something  of  practical  nae 

blended  with  the  discipline;  such  a  itudj 
of  science  »«  will  enable  one  to  observe  in* 
telligently  the  worka  of  nature;  read  with 
understanding  tha  newspaper*  and  mags 
tinea;  he  profited  while  listening  to  the 
philosophical  lecture,  or  the  Rumby  ser¬ 
mon  ;  and  be  able  to  form  a  sensible  np{ 
nlon  of  the  acientlfic  disrnwiora  that  are 
agitating  Christendom.  It  ia  also  ties: ruble 
that  one  modern  language  should  be  upon 
the  list  ;  sad  this  one  should  be  German. 
The  sciences  have  aaaumed  each  a  position 
la  these  days,  (hat  to  ha  Ignorant  of  their 
gvnarai  principles  ia  far  more  iaeoavenieut 
and  detrimental  to  a  man.  than  to  ha  lgu». 
rant  of  the  rlaaaiea  Beth  are  desirable ; 
but  If  only  on*  can  be  studied  let  It  b*  the 
acirncea. 

We  hope  the  teacher*  of  Easel  Comity 
will  r  insider  these  *wh)ecta ;  ami  whether 
they  agree  with  na.  or  not,  that  they  will 
etprvwi  their  views  freely  ia  the  rnluiUM  of 
the  0 alarm.  c.

The  olh  r  halt 
i*  a-M-aaeii  on  the  County  at  iargv,  o' 
which,  of  course,  these  same  towns  beer 
their  proportion  again.  The  cost  of  all  tin 
other  grand  rood  improvement*,  radiating 
Horn  Newark  limit,  wo  believe,  la  tht 
same  way. 

Newark,  at  whuae  instance,  sod  mainly 
fur  whose  benefit,  they  were  all  plauued 
escapes  with  only  a  CWaty  proportion  ol 
eu  kntf  the  coat. 

The  Justice  of  this  partial  distribution 
nf  taxation  is  doubted  by  many  ;  ever  it 
const itutioaality  t.  quest ioiieu  by  good  le¬ 
gal  adviarrs,  and  of  its  ey-iify  mere  can 
be  but  one  opinion.  It*  maniteat  unfair 
neaa  la  creating  general  diaeetialection  in 
all  tbswc  town*.  A  public  meeting  ia  talk¬ 
ed  of  for  the  purpose  ol  concentrating 
that  sentiment  and  deciding  up-vn  the  ex- 
pediency  of  legal  oppositiuu  to  the  collect¬ 
ion  of  the  aaaeastnent. 

If  one  ia  called,  it  should  embrace  all  the 
tow  ns  interested  and  should  not  be  gotten 
up  with  a  predetermination  of  It*  result  ,, 
but  be  open  to  a  liberal  and  lair  ^iacuasion 
by  the  ciuxen*  of  the  town.  •

dherwiae  have  been  made.  In  passing 
what  people  East  of  ua  call  the  Second 
Mountain,  our  large  flog  came  in  contact 
with  the  limb*  of  a  tree,  and  the  Stars  and 
Stripe*  suddenly  became  Stars  and  Strip*, 
but  a  flag  like  a  book,  is  not  diagramed  by 
having  seen  hard  usage  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  butting  our  horses'  heeds  occasion¬ 
ally  into  the  binder  part  of  oar  neighbor's 
wagons  when  aome  team  in  front  made  a 
sudden  atop,  nre  arrived  upon  the  ground 
without  farther  accident.  The  reader*  of 
the  Gazette  are  doubtless  familiar  with 
the  megeificnat  view  front  the  Rock,  if  n<> 
we  would  advise  them  to  become  so  with 
nut  delay.  We  will  not  attempt  a  deer  rip 
lion,  but  we  were  reminded  of  the  yoant; 
fetlow  who  came  from  one  of  the  back 
counties  and  taking  a  look  from  some 
point  on  the  Orange  Mountains,  remarked 
that  "lie  had  no  idea  the  world  waa  so 
large.

The 
hallway*  and  approsahes  are  wide  and  light 
which  helps  to  give  to  the  esUbliahuieut 
aa  air  of  grandeur. 

Alter  risitiug  Ik,  spacious  apartments 
of  the  uiiflo  building,  we  ascended  by  two 
long  flight  of  abura  into  tha  tower,  which 
is  eighty  fret  iu  height.  Here  you  have 
an  exteadva  vUw  of  the  yui  rounding 
ouutry  it,  B)1  dlteclioo*.  Looking  West 
vno  see  Uoonlon  and  vicinity,  also  the  new 
Asylum  *t  Morns  Plains,  also  Morristown 
•ml  environ. 

Dew  ending  agaiu,  iu  the  rear  part  ol 
the  main  building,  uo  the  secoud  floor  we 
eater  the  prisoner'*  chapel,  where  Sunday' 
•ervicea  will  be  held.  Ti  e  chapel  is  a  hall 
34x80,  and  ample  fru  all  the  nnoda  ot  the 
institution.  From  here  you  may  euter  by 
«  closely -barred  g  ate  door  at  either  end 
into  the  apvitim  nls  of  the  prisoner*. 

The  cell*  aru  arranged  in  three  tier* 
Ixti  k  to  back,  not  in  the  outer  wall,  but 
tlong  through  the  centre  of  this  part  ol 
the  building.  Thry^  pre  approached  by 
l>alconie»,  and  the  apace  between  the  cells 
and  the  outer  wall  affords  dining-room, 
where,  ut  tables  provided,  the  prisoners 
will  mesa. 

The  c«Le  ere  fitted  up  with  water,  »la 
denary  basin  and  sink,  and  an  iron  strap 
'•edstead  a  hicli  may  lie  raise-1,  longing 
igaiaat  the  wall,  ai^l  thus  affording  the 
prisoner  more  room  to  move  around.  The 
cells,  ot  which  there  arc  ninety  in  each 
wing,  are  9  leet  wide  by  eight  deep,  and 
tre  well  secured  by  three  series  of  bolts  or 
hick*,  which  are  so  arranged  that  the  iudi 
vidual  key  lock  being  uufoatenrd  the  re 
tuaining  bolts  may  be  removed  by  s  !•  ver 
arrangement  at  tha  eud  of  each  tier.  Thu« 
13  cell*  may  be  simultaneously  opened  <>r 
lastcnetl.  Tbia  dtpirtment  is  vory  well 
ligl  ted  and  ventilated  ;  and,  in  winter, 

>  fleet u ally  warmed  by  mean*  of  a  scries  ol 
steam- pipes 

Stepping  out  of  the  prison  we  entered 
the  hospital,  a  two-alory  atone  building. 
30x91,  the  lower  part  of  whirh  ia  need  aa 
boiler-house. 

We  next  netted  the  gas  work*,  which 
•-onaists  ot  a  stone  and  brick  building, 
99x99.  in  which  i*  the  mvchinery  for  the 
manufacture  ol  the  gas,  and,  two  gasom 
eter#  of  a  capacity  of  4.000  feet  each 
Tbeae  works  were  put  in  by  the  Hudson 
Gas  Company,  and  are  supposed  to  be  safe 
and  effective.  jt 

There  ia  oa*  other  building,  built  of  the 
blue  atone  quarries  on  the  pit  mis,-*,  about 
twenty  feet  square,  in  which  i*  one  ol 
Knowles'  steam  pumps  to  force  water  for 
the  supply  t  f  the  house  and  ga*  Work*. 
There  are  three  reservoirs  of  various  raps 
cities  I  ait  sufficient  to  warrant  an  ample 
•apply  f>r  the  needs  of  the  ie*t»tution. 

We  ere  indebted  to  Mr.  Wm.  Cadmus 
who  courteously  accompanied  u*  about  the 
buildings,  showing  and  explaining  evary 
tt.ing  and  !ui mailing  ua  with  many  of  the 
above  facta  aud  ui.-as’iremeut*.

!  will  pats  over  a  little  of  our  trip,  and 
bring  you  up  here  to  the  top  of  the  Bel 
Alp.  Ju*t  imagine,  if  you  c«a,  tils  littla 
mountain  inn.  tar  aWay  from  any  habita¬ 
tion  no  aa  Isolated  peak,  among  atahT 
others  greater  snd  grander.  It  is  about 
h.ODO  feet  altnve  the  aea.  but  only  for  the 
cold  wind  one  would  thiuk  tmu  lie  was  in 
a  valley,  an  high  do  the  surrounding  peak* 
tower  shove.  In  tront  lies  the  great  object 
nf  attention  snd  admiration,  thennown-d 
Matterhorn,  surrounded  by  •  vast  field  of 
•now  mountains,  which  at  Aral  ecetu  turn 
tier  lews  and  boundless. 

We  are  already  acquainted  with  the 
many  atones,  relating  to  the  different 
peaks,  and  feel  almo*t  personal  I  needs  At 
the  intrepid  adventurers,  who  have  scaled 
tb<  ir  b>fry  summits. 

We  turn  from  there,  and  look  below  ua 
on  the  largest  glacier  of  Europe,  and  prob 

ably  ol  the  world. 

The  great  A'etach  glacier,  ea  Ilia  called, 
has  not  yet  found  a  rival  to  its  icy  field, 
that  seems  to  know  no  nd. 

For  Hide#  it  ia  an  unbroken  tea  of  ice; 
the  eye  can  not  take  in  iu  boundaries, 
nor  the  imagination  it*  grandeur. 

It  is  n->t  broken  and  rough  like  the 
Rhone,  but  is  a  vast  prairie  of  ice 
iHiuudleaa  end  I  actlcsa.
